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ALLERS at one of Detroit’s biggest automobile plants 
are received in the lobby by a real personality. He is 
an elderly man, a grave and reverend seigneur, who carries 
the destinies of the caller on his shoulders. His port is 
ambassadorial, his bearing equerrial; it is an experience to 
give him your name, which he often forgets, probably to 


‘teach you your place. 


Once your errand is made known he expresses regret 
ihat the man you want to see is a very busy man, that he 


has several people waiting for him, and that it is doubtful 
when he will be able to consider you and your business. Then, 
with an urbane wave of the hand, he dismisses you to a 
chair, and turns gravely to the next man in line. When the 
object of your visit is at liberty, the guardian of the portal 
calls your name, not loudly, with just a suspicion of bore- 
aom. If you are inattentive, or if you do not answer promptly 
he raises his voice a trifle, and when you report at the desk 
he bestows upon you a look of arch reproof. Then, in a 
voice reverentially hushed, he tells you that the official for 
whom you are looking can see you. There is something 
fairly awe-inspiring in calling at this factory. The atmos- 
phere of dignity from the very start is conducive to a proper 
frame of mind in the caller. Sometimes a high official’s at- 
titude seems, by contrast with that of the man in the lobby, 
to be almost frivolous. 

Probably no one ever got gay with the guardian. But 
I should like to see what would happen if any one ever should.
